Ordered from the ranks of his com- 
pany, charged with being intoxicated 
during dress parade, Private George B.

| The rifle used by the unfortunate man 
| was a regulation Krag-Jorgensen, loaded 
with a “riot” cartridge. This cartridge 
contains, instead of the regulation bul- 
let, two shot slightly larger than a buck- 
shot. From the position of the body 
when found, and from the powder stains 
on his clothing, it is thought that he 
placed the butt of the rifle on the floor, 
leaned over it, and pulled the trigger 
with his finger. Being an unusually 
tall man, he could easily have done this, 
it is believed. 

Never Again Be Disgraced. 

The shot penetrated the . breast 
above the heart, severing a large vein. 
Chaddock was unconscious when found 
and never regained consciousness. It is 
said that he remarked to two of Ris com- 
panions just as he was in the act of 
leaving the parade ground, that he would 
never again be disgraced by weing sent 
from the ranks. The men thought noth- 
ing of this remark, however, until after 
the shooting took place. 

Chaddock, who was 27 years of age, 
Wasa native of K@msas City, Mo., where 
he enlisted a little over five years ago. 
He served his first term of enlistment, 
and while the Seventeenth was _ in 
Cuba, reenlisted for another three years. 


MONEY IS MISSING 
FROM TAX OFFICE 


Coast Line Has Receipt From | 
Berrien County — Studstill 


Denies Receiving Check. 


Nashville, Ga. April 2.—(Special.)— 
Berrien county seems to have another 
tax collector seandal. It is now re- 
ported that Tax Collector W. H. Stud- 
still has a receipt out against him for 
$913 for which he has not received the 
money. Last year Studstill’s bondsmen 
hed to make good a shortage of sev- 
eral hundred dollars, after Studstill had 
sacrificed all hie property. The county 
authorities permitted him to continue 
in office to the end of his term, Janu- 
ary |, 1908, with the understanding 
that Messrs. Silas and R. W. Tygart, 
of Nashville, have charge of the affairs 
of the office: 

Everything came up straight this 
year until the Messrs. Tygart under- 
took to collect the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railway Company's taxes. That com- 
pany answered their demand by stating 
that they had forwarded their oheck 
for the amount during the latter part of 
Decemier, and that it had been paid, 
indorsed by W. H. Studstill, tax col- 
lector of Berrien county, per John F. 
Studstill, at the Atlantic National bank 
of Jacksonville, Fla., on December 27, 
1908. é 

StudstiN was in Nashville on Monday 
of this week, and signed an affidavit 
that he had not received the money, and 
that he knew nothing of the transac- 
tion. All who know Mr, @tudstill believe 
him innocent. He is an illiterate man, 
not being able to even sign his name. 
All during his . administration—except 
iast year—his_son, John F. Studstill, 
has transacted all business connected 
with the office of his father.

“f hope they are, in self-defense,’’ was 
Mr. Clayton's responge, accompanied by 
democratic applause. He said that if, 
when a’ lot of. republicans get together 
in some conspiracy against the welfare 


~of the people, it behooves the democrats 


to get together themselves, anywhere, 
at any time,” 

Mr. Burke asked if Mr. Clayton was 
charging that such a conspiracy was 
being enacted. 

“That is my deliberate judgment— 
against the welfare of the people of the 
Unite dStates,’”’ answered the Alabama 
member. 

Mr. Burke wanted to know by what 
rule he excluded the democrats: from 
that category, which caused Mr. Clay- 
ton to remark that he was not going to 
open up a school of ethics. He said it 
always happened that a hit hog 
howled. 

“Whenever you talk about the abuses 
of the republican party,” he said, “and 
bring the country face to face with a 
realizing sense of what the machinery 
of your party is doing to the people, the 
iniquity that it has heaped upon them 
and what it proposes to do, you get up 
and howl and suggest questions of 


. ethics that are wholly unethical.”

“Of course, it will pass here,’’ 
he said, “and you will all save your 
faces so far as the house is_concerned, 
but everybody knows that Marse Al- 
drich is going to write the bill.’"’ He 
pictured Mr. Payne coming on’ Monday 
with the backing of the rules committee 
and making ready to put the bill 
through. Poe . 

*“] suppose,” he added, “Dr. Cannon 
will stand by the bedside and he will 
say privately something to the rank and 
file of his party who want committee 
preferment next December, a power we 
tried to take from Him, and I wish we 
had taken it away, and if we had done 
that we would have your republican 
party now in a state of ‘betweenity.’ ”’ 

Candler Attacks Bill. 

Representative Candler, of Mississippi, 
attacked the bill as containing a higher 
average of taxation tHan any tariff law, 
not excepting those enacted to meet the 
exigencies of the civil war. He declared 
that the greatest outrage that has been 
committed in the bill is directed imme- 
diately /against the “breakfast table.” 
Mt. Candler said the deficits which st 
was desired to meet by the unequitable 
taxation was due solely to the unpar- 
donable extravagance of republican ad- 
ministrations. 

There were. hardly any republican 
members present when the house met at 
8 o'clock, and only a small number of 
democrats. Mr. Heflin, of Alabama, in 
eulogizing William J. Bryan for pub- 
lishing the d@mocratic campaign con- 
tributions, evoked enthusiastic applause 
from’ the democratic side. He con- 
tended that the Payne bill was framed 
to satisfy the trusts, which, he said, 
furnished funds during the last cam- 
paign to the republican party. 

Mr. Heflin having yielded to him, Mr. 
Clayton, of Alabama, referring to the 
former’s remarks regarding the repub- 


lican party and the trusts, quoted 
from the Bible—“The ox knoweth. his 
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owner, and the ass knoweth his mas- 
ter’s criv.”’ 

‘The republican party, said Mr. Clay- 
ton, “has as much knowledge as an ox 
Or a jackass.’’ 

Mr. Heflin contended that American 
labor is the cheapest paid of any in 
the world, because of its greater effi- 
ciency. 

That he believed the republican party 
sustained a relation with the corpora- 
tions so close and mutually profitable 
that it dared not give the great mass 
of consumers just and equitable relief 
from the burdens imposed upon them 
by existing tariff law, was asserted by 
Mr. Rucker,*of Missouri. Attacking the 
‘placing’ of duties on tea, ‘coffee, spices.

“I.do not know what it signifies,” said 
Mr. Rucker, “but it is currently re- 
ported as a. fact that about the time 
this congress convened in extra session 
and when a contest was being waged 
over the organization of the house and 
the adoption of its rules, a lobby repre- 
senting distillers and brewers bore down 
upon Washington and sought to influ- 
ence the results of these contests.’’ 

Discussing the glove, hosiery and 
leather schedules, Mr. Cline, of Indiana, 
charged that the Payne bill imposes 
high duties in favor of some eastern 
manufacturing interests that do not 
need it, and gives’ those interests an 
undue advantage in trade. ; 

“I wil not vote for a bill,” he said. 
“that will increage the living expenses 
of the laboring man.”

Revenue Officers Claim Cas- 
cade Distillery Tried to 
Evade:Taxes. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 2.—No further 
developments ere expected in the seiz- 
ure of the $1,000,000 plant of the Cas- 
cade distillery at Tullahoma by Collec- 


yesterday, until the case is taken up 
in the federal court. Mr. Sharp re. 
fused this morning to make any state- 
ment in regard to the specific violation 
of the revenue laws. He said he had 
made his official report to the depart- 
ment at Washington, and did not pur- 
pose to argue the case in the newspa- 
pers. The only statement he would 
make was the same he gave out yester- 
day—that the seizure was made under 
sections 3266 and 3267 of the revisei 
statutes, which are as follows: 

**3256—Whenever any person, evades, 
or attempts to evade, the paynpent of 
the tax on any distilled spirits, in any 
matter whatever, he shall forfeit and 
pay double the amount of the tax so 
evaded or attempted to be evaded. 

*3257—Whenever any person en- 
gaged in carrying on the busin@ of a 
distiller defrauds. or attempts to de- 
fraud, the United States of the tax 
anid spirits distilled by him or any part 
thereof, he shal! forfeit the distillery 
and distilling apparatus used by him 
and all distilled spirits and ali raw 
materials for.the production of dis- 
tilled spirits found in the distillery 
and on the distillery premises, 
shall be fined not Jess than $500 nor 
more than $5,000, and be imprisoned not 
less than six months nor more than 
three years.’’

Only Fulton Complains 
About Apportionment. 


It Is Reported Fulton’s Convicts 
Were Not Given Undercloth- 
ing and Socks as the Rules 
Require—No Official Report, 
However, Has Been Made. 


Reports to the prison commission from 
Thursday’s transfer of convicts, show 
there was not a single escape or other 
mishap. — 

This is accounted for by the fact that 
the convicts were all heavily shackled, 
and then chained together before they 
were taken away from the Case camps. 
It is probable the county authorities 
will keep them well chained for some 
time, until they get accustomed to their 
new surroundings. 

“So far, there has been onjy one com» 
plaint,” said Secretary Goodloe Yancey, 
“and that comes from Fulton county. I 
don't know much about that, except 
from what I have seen in the newspa- 
pers. : 

“The convicts at the Chattahoochee 
brick camp were all good met; and, 
ro matter which of them Fulton got, I 


don’t see how there can be any reason- 


able complaint about it.” 
No Official Report. 

In regard to the allegation that Su- 
perintendent Donaldson, in taking the 
men assigned to Fulton county, failed 
to supply them with underclothing and 


socks, in violation of the rules fixed ° 


bv the prison. commission, Secretary 
Yancey said no report of the matter 
had been made to the commission, and 
his only knowledge regarding it came 
from the newspaper publications. 

“Should any complaint to this effect be 
made to the commission, it would, of 
course, be investigated,’ Secretary Yan- 
cey said. 

The regulatians made by the prison 
commission for the government of the 
county convict camps require that the 


convicts shall each be supplied with two 


suits of underclothing and with socks, 
as well as the regulation clothing of 
stripes. 

These regulations are very strict and 
it is the purpose of the commission to 
see that they are rigidly enforced. The 
comrmission’s inspectors will report any 
violations of them which come to their 
attention. . 

There is no doubt, however, that the 
convicts in Fulton’s camp will be sup- 
plied with all the clothing as well as 
food, which the regulations require.

the myriad and powerful army, com- 
posed of the germs of tuberculosis, will 
immediately begin a hasty and precipi- 
tate retreat, at least from the city of 
Atlanta. 

The matter, as will be outiined by the 
exhibition, will be so simple and the 
method of prevention so startingly de- 
void of expense that witgout a doubt 
the people of this city wiil enter heart 
and soul, unitedly, into a war compact 
to overthrow this enemy of mankind.

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CURBING NATIONAL EXTRAVAGANCE. 


Not since the days of President Cleveland has departmental] and bureau- 
crati¢e Washington been so stirred by demand for care and economy in gov. 
ernment expenditures as by the recent action of President Taft, not only in 
insisting upon, but in taking steps to bring about the curbing of national 
extravagance. 

The president has not only said there. must be economy in the adminis- 
trative departments, but -he has set about achieving it by constituting the 
cabinet a budget committee, which, through subcommittees, shall carefully 
scrutinize both items of expenditure and the estimates of appropriations sub- 
mitted to congress by the several bureau chiefs and other administrative offi- 
cers, “with a view to eliminating every item not necessary to the efficient 
working of the government machinery.” 

- . Jn connection with this announcement from Washington, The Baltimore 
Sun offers a vajuable and timely suggestion, which looks to the establishment 
of the national government as a going concern, upon a basis equally systematic 
and business-like with the large corporations of the country whose methods 
of bookkeeping and checks and counter checks, both conserve economy in 
expenditure and make peculation weil-nigh impossible. 

How tar behindhand in a business way is the national government may 
be gathered: from the fact pointed out by The Sun, that the double entry sys- 
tem of bookkeeping was not introduced into the national treasury department 
until July 1, 1907, less than two years ago. .

Built at Cost of $100,000 by 


Rice Growers. | 

‘Lake Charles, La., April 2.—Newé of 
the dynamiting and complete destruc- 
tion of the Mermentau dam at Grand 
Chentere, about 40 miles south of here, 
several nights ago has been brought to 
Lake Charles by those on a returning 
matfl boat. 

The dam was Bait at a cost of nearly 
$100,000 by the rice growers of south- 
west, Louisiana. This is the third time 
that a dam there has been dynamited.

| IN STOCK DEALINGS

New York, Apr 2.—The bears got the 
upper hand today in the contest which | 
has waged on each successive day this 
week in the stock market. The profes- 
sional] trading element on the floor of 
the stock exchange has been distrust- 
ful of the rise in prices and has felt 
for the top constantly by putting out 
short contracts. Previous to today they 
have been forced to cover shorts at a 
loss driven in by the substantial 
ance of the market to depresrion.

|New High Record Marks Were 
Made for All Deliveries. 
Corn and Oats Firm. 


Chicago, April 2—New high record 
marks for the season for al deliveries 
were established ig the wheat market 
today, when the May option sold up to 
$1.21 and the July to 31.00%. The new 
high point for May was within, naif a 
cent of the best price touched during 
the celebrated Gates deal in 1905. ‘The 
market closed strong, with prices %@*c 
lower to %@ikc higher, compared with 
the previous close. Corn, oats and pro- 
vigions also closed firm. 

Rallying from a rather wéak tone at 
the start, the wheat market became ex- 
ceedingly oirone and prices were easily 
forced beyond ‘the high point of the 
season recorded on the previous session. 
The majority of traders in the pit ex- 
pected a reaction from the. high prices 
which prevailed yesterday, and in this 
respect their expectations were real- 
ized, as the market opened at a decline 
of %@%c to W@%c. The weakness at 
the start was due to the heavy tone of 
Buropean markets, particularly that at 
Liverpool, which was bearishly affected 
by unexpectedly liberal exports for the 
week at Argentina and Australia. Lead- 
ing bulls gave the market good support 
pearly in the day and.a firmer tone soon 
déveloped, which became stronger as the 
session advanced: More crop damage 
reports were received, which helped to 
strengthen the market, but the chief g%- 
son for the buoyancy was the constant- 
ly increasing demand for the cash grain, 
From $1.19%, the low point at the open- 
ing, the May delivery advanced to $1.21, 
while July sold up‘from  $%!.07% to 
$1.06%.

REVIEW OF WEEK’S TRADE 


What Coinmercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, April 2.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say 
that the etimulating effect of fine spring 
weather is shown in the reports from 
nearly all the principal cities. Some 
progress is being made toward better 
things it iron and steel, although con- 
ditiong as a whole remain very un- 
settled. The continued uncertainty as 
to prices in some finished lines is the 
Chief drawback, widely circulated re- 
ports of further price cutting having a 
depressing effect. The best feature ‘is in 
the structural division, the low prices 
named resulting in a heavy movement, 
while orders pending aggregate a sub- 
stantial volume. 

In the primary cotton goods market, 
manufacturers are disposed to refuse 
contracts for future shipment, indica- 
tions pointing to higher, rather than a 
recession in prices. The dominant fac- 
tor is the export movement in China, 
which has not yet terminated. 

BDstimates as to the aggregate busi- 
ness done since the first of the year 
vary from 100,000 bales to | 26,000 bales, 
a very large amount for this period. The 
consequent transfer of machinery to the 
heavier qualities of export goods has 
naturally. affected the home market on 
the finer qualities of brown goods, while 
on @eray goods, converters are showing 
renewed interest in future contracts, The 
print cloth market is well sold up, both 
in the east and south. In the woolen 
gocds division, the distribution of sam- 
ple pieces is now completed and cloth- 
iers will begin to go on the read next 


week. 

The eastern boot and shoe market is 
quiet. 

The market for hides is well main- 
tained, although the demand is only 
moderate.

The spot markets, in the main, 
have been strong, exports large and 
spifmers’ takings liberal. Meantime the 
New York stock is steadily decreasing 
and is expected to go on doing’ so. The

‘and there are some signs of improving 


business in this country. * And there 
is the Texas drought. It is supposed to 


be most severe in the southern portion 


of the state, but all sections of that 
big cotton field are supposed to need 
a wood drenching in the near future. 
If this does not occur it is contended 
that the effects of the winter droughts 
and comparatively scanty spring rain- 
falls thus far must “be serious. The 
speculation has been, -as a rule. quiet, 
but on Wednesday and Thursday there 
were indications of a distinctly broaden- 
when it was seen that 
predictions of rains throughout. Texas 
were not fuifilled. Thereupdn, shorts 
in Wall street and elsewhere covered 
freely. Not a few Wall street houses 
became. good buyers for ‘‘lomg’’ account 
under the spur, not only of the buoy- 
ant stock market. but also of the Texas 
drought. The weather in the southwest 
will continue, no doubt, to be one of 
the most important factors in the whole 
situation. On the other hand business 
in most dry goods is comparatively 
light. The tariff question still hangs 
over.the country, and it is insisted that 
the big stock in Liverpool must soon 
become burdensome uniess the demand 
for the actual cotton there increases 
materially. It has been light during 
the past week. The south has been a 
steadyseller most of the time. Some 
large spot interests have sold considera- 
ble May and October. Crop conditions 
east of the Mississippi seem to be im- 
proving. Floods -are subsiding. and it 
looks as though field work from now 
on will be pushed more vigorously. 
But -to many, cotton’ looks cheap at 
present prices, espécially as all the 
chances and uncertainties of the situa- 
tion are still to be faced. Some con- 
tend that with cotton cheap and prices 
for @rain, ‘nvuies and hogs ruling high, 
there is at least the possibility of some 
reduction in the acreage. - Others pre- 
fer to count on the normal area being 
planted, but they think that the start 
will be late; that Texas, the biggest 
cotton field in the world. is already 
handicapped, and that it will take re- 
markably good conditions during the 
rest of the season to produce even a 
fair crop. Before long the tariff will 
be out of the way. and the stock mar- 
ket is supposed to be already anticipat- 
ing the benéficial effects of a settlement 
of that question.
